I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Eeport  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Borough  of  3t«  Austell  with  Foxiey  for  the  year 
1970. 

In  the  light  of  the  statistics  one  can  assume  that  the  Borough  is  a 
normally  healtly  place  in  v/hich  to  reside.  The  birth  and  death  rates  adjusted 
for  average  populations  are  marginally  above  the  national  figures  vniile  the 
deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  are  marginally  lov/er  than  the  figure  for 
Ekigland  and  V/ales. 


Infectious  Diseases  are  conspicuous  by  their  comparative  absence,  only 
measles  shov/ing  the  usual  biennial  increase  and  this  increase  being  lov/er  than 
previously.  This  absence  of  notifiable  disease  is  the  biggest  tribute  to  the 
efficacy  of  the  extensive  innunisation  procedures  carried  out  throughout 
childhood.  The  prophylactic  measures  carried  out  against  measles  are  of 
fairly  recent  origin  and  it  is  anticipated  that  this  disease  uill  soon  be  as 
rare  as  the  other  infections. 

Tlie  fact  that  in  1939  four  people  died  in  motor  vehicle  accidents  uhile 
in  1970  five  people  died  of  tliis  cause  as  against  deaths  due  to  lung  cancer  of 
eighteen  and  sixteen  in  number  in  the  sane  years  gives  strong  reasons  for  the 
extension  of  health  education  campaigns  against  cigarette  snohing.  The  great 
publicity  given  to  road  accident  deaths  is  undoubtedly  justified,  so  how*  much 
more  is  action  to  keep  ever  present  the  danger  of  cigarette  smoking.  Tlie 
picture  of  human  beings  puffing  their  deadly  little  cigarettes  reLiinds  one 
irresistably  of  the  lemmings  rushing  to  the  sea  to  their  doom. 

The  bias  of  the  population  is  tovrards  an  older  society,  vdtii  the  result 
that  the  personal  health  and  welfare  problems  of  this  age  group  make  demands 
on  the  services  available,  e.g,  bone  injuries  due  to  accidents  in  the  hone  are 
a  common  cause  of  disability  and  even  death,  as  can  be  seen  in  the  causes  of 
death,  v/here  hone  accident  deaths  are  considerably  in  excess  of  road  accident 
deaths. 


The  projected  opening  of  a  Family  Planning  Clinic  in  Newquay  early  in 
1971  vd.ll,  it  is  hoped,  relieve  some  of  the  pressures  on  the  clinics  held  at 
Moorland  Road,  3t,  Austell,  although  such  is  the  ever  increasing  demand  for 
Family  Planning  help  that  there  will  be  no  diminution  in  the  number  of  clinics 
and  further  clinic  times  nay  indeed  be  needed  in  the  near  future. 
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The  Cervical  Cytology  (Snoar)  clinico  were  v/ell  attouded,  all 
available  sessions  being  taken  The  vraiting  list  has  been  kept  snail 

vath  a  consequent  short  T/aiting  tine  for  applicants.  This  service  has 
been  of  great  value  in  the  prevention  of  uuch  illness  due  to  pelvic 
di  seaseo  as  a  result  of  early  diagnosis  of  conplaints. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  a  Social  Services  Director  v/as  appointed  by 
the  Cormrail  County  Council  and  the  Health  and  ./elfare  Bepar-hnent  v;co 
scheduled  tc  split  into  t'wo  separate  entities  on  Ist  April  1971.  The 
nexv  Social  Services  Departnent  xviil  include  the  Children's  Department  in 
addition  to  the  already  existing  Welfare  Services,  The  \7elfare  Services 
in  the  County  had  developed  steadily  over  the  years  and  the  nexv  department 
x?ill  be  able  to  got  off  to  a  flying  start.  Unfortunately  the  enlargement 
of  staff  has  posed  problems  of  accommodation  locally  and  unless  the 
Moorland  Hoad  preraises  can  bo  enlarged  a  physical  split  of  Health  and 
Social  Services  appears  inevitable.  The  danger  of  a  physical  separation 
is  the  loss  of  cornmii cation  which  must  follox/  the  loss  of  the  day  to  day 
personal  contact,  Tlie  LSinioter  of  Health  and  Social  Security  has  stressed 
the  need  for  close  co-operation  between  the  tx;o  departments  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  previous  co-operation  xThicIi  has  eiristed  in  t’lis  area  xhLll  not  be 
lost. 


The  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Borough  are  reported  on  in  some 
detail  in  this  report  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  TIic  Council 
has  been  alive  to  its  responsibilities  to  improve  the  living  standards  of 
the  ccxamunity,  both  by  the  prevention  of  pollution  to  the  environment  and 
by  improving  the  housing  standards.  The  local  industry  of  China  Clay 
x/orking  presents  problems  of  atmospheric  pollution  due  to  dust  emission 
and  the  deposit  ox  solid  natter  on  beaches,  Tlie  firms  involved  in  the 
industry  heve  been  actively  engaged  on  preventive  measures  throughout  the 
year. 

Sexrage  disposal,  an  evergrowing  problem  in  this  age,  has  progressed 
steadily  and  the  xTorks  at  Llenagx'das  taking  in  London  Apprentice  was  nearing 
completion  by  the  end  of  the  year.  A  further  sexverage  scheme  x/ao  pro¬ 
gressing  to  accommodate  the  devolojsaeat  at  Boldvonture. 

The  Consultants  xTore  also  engaged  in  the  preparation  of  the  Fox.-ey 
Gexverage  Scheme,  a  much  needed  one  for  tliis  pomlar  holiday  resort,  x;hile 
the  xirgent  problems  of  Movagisoey  x/ere  the  subject  of  activity  during  the 
year.  Bugle  and  Rescorlo  sex/erage  scheiaos  x/ere  also  being  investigated 
at  the  same  time. 

In  general  the  year  xvaa  one  of  progress  in  the  toxvn  x/ith  the  Council 
sho-wing  a  constant  av/areneos  in  matters  affecting  the  health  of  the  public. 
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I  vdsh  to  thank  ay  colleagUGS  in  other  deportnents  for  their  co¬ 
operation  and  noot  eapecially  the  nadbers  of  the  Palblic  Health  Departaent 
for  their  unfailing  support. 

I  should  also  like  to  thank  the  Public  Health  Cooihlttee  for  their 
courtesy  and  interest  at  all  times*

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It  T/ili  bo  soon  that  deaths  caused  by  iochaenic  heart  disease  aiid  cancers 
account  for  a  very  high  proportion  of  the  deaths#  It  has  already  been  noted 
that  deaths  by  lung  cancer  are  caused  by  snohing  and  it  oust  bo  stressed  that 
cigarette  snohing  is  a  major  cause  of  ischaemic  heart  disease  v/hich  frequently 
occurs  at  an  earlier  age  group  than  other  forms  of  heart  disease.  The  three 
deaths  due  to  respiratory  tuberculosis  occurred  in  the  upper  age  bracket  - 
one  hopes  that  deaths  from  this  disease  vnll  soon  cease.

SBRVICSS 

The  services  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  raaiftlLy  the 
Cornr/all  County  Council  are  usually  referred  to  as  personal  services,  \7hile 
the  services  provided  by  the  Borough  Council  are  called  environmental 
services.  The  two  together  add  up  to  a  fairly  extensive  cover  and  give  a 
mde  measure  of  protection  and  aid  at  vital  periods  of  life.  Gince  the 
scope  of  the  personal  services  may  not  be  realised  by  all  Councillors  the 
following  list  will  bo  illuminating.  The  County  Council  Cervices  include 
home  nursing,  hone  midwifery  and  Health  Visiting,  Maternity  and  Child 
\/elfare,  vaccination  and  iixronisation,  school  health  and  child  guidance, 
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prevGLTbion  of  illneoG,  care  and  after  care,  bone  Iielp,  v^elfare  and  nental 
v<elfare,  dental  care  and  cervical  cytology.  The  Comity  Council  provides 
the  cost  of  certain  trea’fcnents  carried  out  by  the  Family  Planning 
iissociation. 


The  orientation  of  the  personal  servicei 
patient  care  continued  during  the  year. 


to  meet  a  nev/  outlook  in 


The  health  visiting,  nursing  and  nidr/ifery  attacirient  of  General 
Practitioners  has  resulted  in  the  formation  of  integrated  teams  geared  to 
providing  a  v/ider  family  service  for  the  v;hoie  family.  The  ability  to 
meet  and  discuss  family  illness  associated  v/ith  family  background,  social 
circumstances  and  environmental  surroundings  has  already  resulted  in  a 
vdder  concept  of  family  health.  It  can  be  truly  said  that  no  one  can  be 
ill  in  isolation,  and  the  more  this  is  realised  the  better  will  be  the 
manner  of  viev/ing  and  treating  the  patients.  One  result  already  observed 
is  the  greater  participation  of  practice  units  in  immunisation  procedures 
xvith  an  even  greater  percentage  of  children  iiamunisod  than  the  previous 
excellent  figures.  L  further  result  of  the  team  s3^otem  of  treatment  is 
the  extra  utilisation  of  the  midvdves  in  the  role  of  district  nurses, 
with  the  increasing  tendenej^’  for  confinements  to  be  carried  out  in 
hospital.

The  realisation  of  the  need  to  spread  the  gospel  of  health  by  means 
of  more  up  to  date  presentation  has  caused  the  County  to  supply  the  health 
visitor  and  the  medical  staff  with  more  film  strips  and  more  films  of  on 
up  to  date  nature,  and  not  simply  to  rely  on  the  f iannelgraphs  and  trite 
aphorisms  of  j^'ester  year. 


The  services  to  the  young  and  to  the  old  are  increasing  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  separation  of  health  and  welfare  \7ill  not  be  so  wide  that 
the  patients  suffer  in  the  ultimate. 


Tlie  onviroixnental  services  carried  out  by  the  Borough  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  covers  an  important  field  being  concerned  in  all  those  factors  of 
living,  e.g.  breathing,  eating,  drinliing  and  shelter.  The  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  has  detailed  the  many  visits  carried  out  by  the 
Inspectors,  The  more  figures  however,  give  no  indication  of  the  patient 
teaching  associated  vdth  many  visits  7/hen  the  lessons  of  good  hygiene  and 
good  healthy  living  are  taught. 


It  is  only  right  to  pay  tribute,  at  this  stage,  to  the  many  voluntary 
v/orkers  v/ho  give  of  their  time  and  energy  freely  to  relieve  hardship  and 
suffering  in  the  community.  It  would  be  invidious  to  single  out  any 
organisation  for  special  mention  x/hoii  there  are  so  nany  good  people 
helping.  Hov/over,  our  thaiiiis  are  due  to  them.

This  service  which  is  under  the  Control  of  the  Surveyor,  always  in 
the  eyes  of  the  Public  remains  a  Public  Health  natter.  The  need  for 
further  tipping  space  was  becoming  urgent  by  the  end  of  1970,  fortunately 
the  St,  Bustell  Rural  District  Council  were  advantageously  placed  in 
having  extensive  tipping  space,  v/Iiich  it  was  hoped  could  be  shared  by 
the  Borough.  It  is  realized  nowadays  that  roiuso  disposal  is  nov/  not  a 
parochial  affair  but  must  bo  viewed  in  a  v/ider  context.  With  land 
available  tho  method  of  controlled  tipping  is  still  the  cheapest  and 
probably  tho  best  in  that  land  is  constantly  being  reclaimed.  However, 
if  sites  for  tipping  cease  to  become  available  the  other  methods  of 
dealing  with  rubbish  rrast  be  considered. 


FOOD  HYGIENE 


Cornwall  being  a  tourist  centre  incurs  the  penalties  associated 
with  the  sudden  upsurge  in  population  and  the  consequent  equally  sudden 
rise  in  the  solo  of  food,  both  in  tho  form  of  meals  and  pre-cooked  foods 
for  immodiate  consumption  and  otherwise.  By  far  the  greatest  danger  to 
health  from  food  lies  in  the  transmission  of  disease  to  already  cooked 
foods  such  as  cooked  hams  etc.  Foods  such  as  pasties,  pies,  hams  etc,, 
provide  a  good  nodium  for  tho  growth  of  germs,  and  therefore  the 
necessity  for  cleanliness  in  handling  these  foods  at  all  stages  oust  be 
stressed.  The  need  to  keep  the  foods  at  a  cool  enough  temperature  to 
prevent  grov/th  of  organisms  is  of  equal  importance. 
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I.lilk  sanpling  is  the  prerogative  of  the  County  Council  but  all  results 
of  herd  testing  and  loilk  oanpling  both  retail  and  virholesale  are  passed  to 
the  District  l.iedical  Officer  of  Health,  and  any  deviations  fron  normal 
become  a  matter  for  the  District  Council  tlirough  the  liedical  Officer  of 
Health  such  as  the  presence  of  brucella  infection  in  milk  etc. 

The  policy  of  constant  supervision  of  food  premises  X7as  maintained.

IlMdNISATIQN 

A  programme  of  immunisation  against  Diptheria,  Tetanus,  l/7hooping  Cough, 
Polio,  Smallpox,  Measles  and  Rubella  xms  carried  out  during  the  year  in  a 
routine  similar  to  previous  years*  These  measures  cover  the  period  from 
infancy  to  school  leaving. 

A  good  percentage  of  children  are  protected  above  8Qffo  for  all  except 
smallpox  and  measles,  of  which  latter  prophylactic  there  v/as  a  temporary 
delay  in  supplies.

Regular  visiting  of  cases  is  carried  out  and  examination  of  contacts  of 
nev/  cases  and  existing  cases  occurs  at  regular  intervals.  Prophylactic 
measures  have  been  taken  by  offering  B.G.G,  vaccination  to  school  children 
over  a  period  of  years*  This  vaccination  provides  piotection  against  the 
disease  during  a  period  of  life  rdien  the  subject  is  vulnerable.  V/Iien  first 
started  in  Coriixrall  the  selected  age  group  was  the  school  leaving  group  but 
as  tine  passed  the  selection  has  gradually  moved  to  the  eleven  year  old 
children.  In  1970  following  preliminary  testing  of  933  children  in  the 
selected  age  group,  823  received  3.C,G.  vaccination  against  Tuberculosis, 
Many  of  the  children  not  receiving  B.C.G.  had  already  obtained  protection  by 
previous  B.C.G,  vaccination  as  contacts. 

The  mass  radiography  unit  pays  a  regular  fortnightly  visit  to  the 
Health  Area  Office,  Moorland  Road,  Gt,  Austell,  to  provide  a  chest  Xray 
service.  All  General  Practitioners  are  notified  of  dates  and  times.  Firms 
wishing  to  avail  themselves  of  the  service  for  staffs  should  contact  the 
Health  Area  Office,  since  the  unit  is  only  open  for  1  hour  and  numbers  have 
to  be  limited  to  the  capacity  of  the  unit.

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
of  the  St, Austell  with  Fowey  Borough  Council 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  third  Annual  Report  for  the  period 
ending  on  the  31st  December,  1970. 

Since  the  formation  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment  in  1970 
pollution  of  the  environment  has  been  given  much  publicity  and  the  number 
of  complaints  of  pollution  of  the  atmosphere,  of  indiscriminate  tipping 
of  refuse  and  of  noise  have  considerably  increased.  However  meat 
inspection  and  housing  have  again  occupied  a  large  proportion  of  the 
Inspectors'  tine  and  a  total  of  3,165  visits  Yjere  made  to  various  premises 
in  the  district  in  order  to  carry  out  duties  under  the  Acts. 

The  principal  items  of  the  report  are  set  out  in  classified  order  as 
follows  - 


1.  L-ISAT  IN3PECTI0N 


The  slaughter  of  animals  for  human  consumption  was  carried  out  in 
three  licensed  Slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  one  slaughterhouse  having 
closed  during  the  year.  Every  animal  was  subjected  to  a  detailed  post¬ 
mortem  inspection  and  any  diseased  carcase  or  organ  condemned  -  thus 
1,076  visits  v/ere  made  to  inspect  the  14,191  animals  slaughtered  and  as 
a  result  15  tons,  12  cwts  27  lbs  of  neat  and  offal  were  condemned  as 
being  unfit  for  human  consumption.  Table  2  on  page  25  summarises  the 
results  of  neat  inspection  within  the  area. 

Tuberculosis 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  for  the  first  time  there  were  no 
cases  of  tuberculosis  in  cattle  inspected  and  of  the  6,325  pigs 
slaughtered  and  inspected  only  0,9%  were  affected  with  localised  tuber¬ 
culosis  resulting  in  5  cxvts  37  lbs  of  meat  and  offal  being  condemned. 

Gysticercus  Bovis 

Cysticercuo  Bovis,  the  cystic  stage  of  the  human  tapeworm  \m3  found 
in  2  cows  and  19  other  cattle,  showing  a  slight  decrease  on  the  previous 
year.  As  in  previous  years  the  history  of  each  animal  affected  was 
investigated  and  the  farmer  concerned  notified, 

2.  UNSOUI®  FOOD 


In  order  to  protect  the  consumer  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  carry 
out  their  routine  work  of  checking  foodstuffs  and  visiting  food  estab¬ 
lishments,  Under  the  Food  &  Drugs  Acts  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
as  the  'authorised'  officer  of  his  local  authority  is  given  legal  power 
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of  entry  at  all  reasonable  tines  and  he  nuot  assune  responsibility  for  the 
protection  of  the  connimern'  interests  so  as  to  prevent  the  sale  of 
infected,  unsound  or  uiiT/holesone  food.  The  sale  of  frozen  foods  is  on 

the  increase  and  x/hoii  display  and  deep-freeso  cabinets  break  dovna  as  they 
frequently  do,  the  Inspector  has  to  make  a  decision  about  the  suitability 
of  the  food  for  human  consumption.  The  general  principle  adopted  is  that 
in  cases  of  doubt  food  is  rejected  rather  than  having  the  community  placed 
at  risk. 


The  follovang  foodstuffs,  which  v;ere  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 
consumption,  were  surrendered  for  condemation  and  disposal

3.  ICB~CRiiIAM 

There  were  12  ice-cream  manufacturers  and  190  premises  retailing 
ice-cream  in  the  district.  Samples  of  soft  and  hard  ice-cream  vtqtq 
collected  from  manufacturers  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Truro  for  testing  in  accordance  v/ith  the  Ministry’s  Testing 
and  Advisory  scheme. 

4.  FOOD  HYGIMITE 

In  promoting  satisfactory  standards  of  hygiene  in  the  handling  of 
food  the  Public  Health  Inspector  must  rely  to  a  considerable  extent  on 
his  powers  of  explanation  and  persuasion  to  secure  the  willing  co¬ 
operation  of  management  and  workers,  334  visits  were  thus  made  to 
food  premises  witliin  the  area  vdiich  are  subject  to  the  Food  Ifygiene 
Rogulations,  Details  of  food  premises  grouped  under  their  various 
heads  are  set  out  in  Table  3  on  page  26  » 

5.  CArjiVAl'J  AI^  CAl'lPING  SITES 

31  licences  in  respect  of  90  seasonal  and  124  residential  caravans 
were  granted  during  the  year  under  review. 

Part  11  of  the  Caravan  Sites  Act  196G,  v/liich  came  into  force  in 
April  1970,  required  County  Councils  to  provide  caravan  sites  for 
gypsies  and  persons  having  a  nomadic  habit  of  life.  Mootings  were 
held  uT-th  the  County  Council  at  officer  level  to  determine  the  number 
and  location  of  sites  needed.  It  was  decided  that  no  gypsy  problem 
existed  in  this  area  although  Mr#  James  of  Station  Road,  Bugle  was 
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granted  a  licence  for  an  additional  9  pitcheo  to  cope  xTith  the  itinerants 
vdthin  that  area, 

6.  mTm  SUPPLI33 

206  sanplos  of  vrater  vrare  collected  hy  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
during  the  year  and  of  the  193  samples  collected  from  the  main  supplies 
only  3  v/ere  foxmd  to  be  unsatisfactory  -  the  North  and  IviLd-Cornwall  Water 
Board  being  notified  imediately  of  any  unsatisfactory  samples.  Of  the 
77  samples  collected  from  private  supplies  33  were  found  to  be  unsatis¬ 
factory  and  in  each  case  the  cause  of  contamination  ivas  investigated  and 
the  necessary  steps  taken  to  ensure  a  wholesome  supply  of  water  -  in  the 
meantime  the  consumers  were  advised  to  boil  all  water  before  using  it  for 
drinking  and  domestic  purposes, 

7.  OFFICES,  SHOPS  &  R/ilLV/AY  HlIdilSBG  /;CT,  1963. 

General  inspections  continued  during  the  year  and  Table  4  on  page 
26  sets  out  details  of  the  nuirber  of  premises  registered  up  to  the  end 
of  1970,  together  rdth  the  number  of  persons  employed  in  each  particular 
case. 


Ls  there  is  no  legal  requirement  for  prior  approval  of  office 
development  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Bailway 
Premises  /ict,  1963  there  seems  to  be  insufficient  appreciation  by 
architects,  designers  and  ventilating  engineers  of  the  fact  that  when 
occupied  the  office  must  comply  vnth  the  requirements  of  the  f^ct.  Plans 
novj’  submitted  for  building  regulation  approval  are  subject  to  scrutiny  by 
your  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  any  items  requiring  attention  to  comply 
vdth  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Hailv/ay  Premises  net  ore  brought  to  the  notice 
of  the  person  concerned.  This  obviates  the  necessity  of  having  to  alter 
any  premises  after  the  building  works  have  otherivise  been  completed. 

Six  accidents,  notified  on  form  03R  2  v/ere  investigated  but  no  formal 
action  \ras  necessary.

11.  NOISE 


The  poners  which  local  authorities  can  exercise  to  control  noise  are 
those  contained  in  the  Public  Health  Act  193G  as  anended  by  the  Noise 
Abatenent  Act,  1960, 

Cooplainto  of  noise  are  on  the  increase  and  the  Riblic  Health 
Inspectors  have,  by  the  very  nature  of  the  conplaint,  to  spend  nany  hours 
often  late  at  night  or  even  as  on  one  occasion  all  night  listening  and 
observing  noise  levels. 

The  nost  corxion  causes  for  complaint  were  loud  music  late 
pop  groups  practicing,  dogs  barking  and  machinery  starting  too 
the  morning. 

12.  HOUSING- 

V/horever  reasonably  possible  onners  of  older  houses  were  given  the 
encouragement  and  opportunity  to  improve  and  repair  their  property.  It 
is  now  Government  policy  to  save  the  stock  of  existing  houses  and  any 
vfhich  previously  would  have  cone  under  the  category  of  ’slum  clearance 
property'  are  nov;  being  made  fit  for  human  habitation  with  the  aid  of 
iopr  oveiaent  gr  ant  s . 

Details  of  action  taken  in  respect  of  individual  houses  are  set  out 
in  Table  6  on  page  28  vAiile  details  of  action  taken  to  secure  the  abate¬ 
ment  of  nuisances  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  are  set  out  in  Table  7  on 
page  29  . 

(a)  Slum  Clearance 

During  the  year  13  Closing  Orders  v/ero  made  and  3  'Undertakings'  not 
to  re-let  v;ere  accepted  by  the  Council,  while  14  houses  on  the  slum 
clearance  programi-io  were  demolished. 

(b)  Re-housing 

During  the  year  26  persons  comprising  9  families  living  in  unfit 
houses  were  re-housed  by  the  Council,

(c)  lunrovenent  Grants 

The  Council's  policy  of  offering  inproveinent  grants  continued  during 
the  year  although  at  the  end  of  1970  it  v/ao  stated  that  257a  of  Housing 
/iuthorities  in  ^dngland  and  i/ales  X7ere  still  not  offering  discretionary 
grants  for  house  inprovenents.  In  j^pril  1970  the  liinister  announced  that 
the  Government  x/ere  promoting  a  campaign  publicising  grants  which  were 
available  under  the  Housing  i^ct,  1969  for  house  improvement  and  repairs 
and  this  v/as  continued  until  the  end  of  the  year.  The  number  of 
applications  received  for  Discretionary  Grants  i.e.,  87  were  20  up  on 
the  previous  year,  76  of  these  applications  being  approved.  All  the 
32  applications  for  Standard  Grants  received  during  the  year  vrere 
approved. 

Improvements  and  repairs  in  respect  of  52  Discretionary  Grants  and 
21  Standard  Grants  xrere  conpleted  during  the  year  and  the  Council  contri¬ 
buted  £15,597  and  £2,006  respectively  towards  the  cost  of  the  work 
involved. 

(d)  Certificates  of  Disrei3air 

No  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  xvere  received  during 
the  year. 

(e)  Qualification  Certificates 

The  response  to  tho  Governments'  policy  of  encouraging  landlords 
to  apply  for  'Qualification'  certificates  under  the  Housing  iict,  1969, 
and  so  increasing  the  rents  of  privately  rented  dwellings  has  been  dis¬ 
appointing  probably  due  to  the  phasing  of  the  new  rent  increases. 

4  applications  for  provisional  qualification  certificates  xifero  made 
and  2  were  granted  v/hile  10  applications  for  qualification  certificates 
were  received  during  the  year. 

( f )  Qvercr oxyding 

10  cases  of  overcrox^ding  X7ere  investigated  during  the  year  and  the 
necessary  action  taken  in  each  case.
